The loss of a third A m erican plane 
w as reported by the U.S. Em bassy in 
Thailand, where most of the U.S. Air 
F orce planes flying against

Vietnam are based. The Em bassy said 
a C47 crashed late Tuesday as it was 
landing at the Nakorn Phanom base in 
northeast Thailand, killing two of the 
crew and injuring eight others. 
Fifteen B52 missions were reported

ending at noon Wednesday, topping a 
previous high of 13 such missions 
during one 24-hour period.

Dr. Glenn A. Fischer, professor of 
biochemical pharmacology research at 
Brown University, said the standard 
drugtesting method involves using one 
drug at a tim e on the patient until the 
best one is found. He said this can take 
from a week to two months, while the 
new laboratory method takes only 
about two days.

It ll (ake a prize place among the 30 
other railroad and trolley vehicles the 
64-year-old Brookins runs around a 
th re e -a n d -ah a lf-m ile 
tra c k 
at 
Trolleyville. 
He started collecting them in 1954, 


partly by accident, but the Trolleyville 
museum 
now 
has 
become

cupation to rival his business—running 
a mobile home sales lot. 
He got his start when he heard that 
the old inter urban cars of the Shaker 
Heights Rapid Transit System were to 
be sold for scrap 
“ I just thought that somebody should 
save some of these cars for posterity,”

against the scrap dealers.”

U.S. arms chief 
no-nonsense fellow

WASHINGTON (A P) — A stern 
countenance peers down at employes of 
the I S. Disarmament Agency from 
the official picture on the wall. It is that 
ol their chief, Gerard C. Smith, a no- 
nonsense fellow who insists on trving to 
subdue the threat of nuclear war. 
Smith headed the U.S. team which 
negotiated the lirst-of-its kind U.S.- 
Soviet strut eg ic-a rms limitation-talks 
(SALT) agreement for'a first step in 
holding down the superpower weapons 
race. 
Now President Nixon is sending the 
58-year-old New Yorker to Geneva for a 
second SALT round starting Tuesday 
which promises to be as arduous as the 
first, three-year session. 
Smith s impeccable capitalis family 
credentials (his father was a vice 
president and chiel lawyer for General 
Motors) has proved no barrier to 
dealing with the Communist Russians. 
" I ne soviets seem to like his aown- 
to-earth approach,” says one U.S. 
veteran of many a meeting between 
Smith’s team and the Russians’ headed 
by Vladimir S. Semenov. “ They don’t 
like levity in these negotiations.” 
For ’ Smith, 
broad-shouldered, 
graying and conventional-mannered, 
the life of a negotiator in a European 
capital is no rest cure. He figures he 
spent 450 nights in hotel rooms during 
lengthy SALT Phase I sessions in 
Helsinki and Vienna. 
II he stayed home, he could relax 
oftener at one of his. several residen- 
t(>s 
an embassy -size home in 
Washington’s embassy area, a large 
estate on Maryland’s Eastern Shore or 
his 
comfortable 
quarters 
at 
Southampton on Long Island. 
But taking things easy is not for 
Smith, who hardly needs his $42,500 
official salary for bread money and 
who has spent much of his life in public­ 
ans irs causes. 
Smith himself rates awareness of 
what a nuclear holocaust would wreak 
as cause for commitment to work 
against such a catastrophe. 
“ Anyone who has seen a nuclear 
explosion,’’ he told an interviewer, 
“ has got to bi' impressed with the need 
for bringing the atom under control.” 
Smith got his lessons in what the 
atom can do after he left his successful 
New York law practice in 1950 to join 
the Atomic Energy Commission as a 
special

A M A G N IF IC E N T B IR D !! 
Many of you will be temped to stuff 
that turkey today so you won’t have to 
fool with it Thanksgiving morning — 
DON’T. The dressing does not become 
completely chilled through out when it 
is refrigerated inside the turkey cavity, 
thus we have a danger of spoilage. Do 
not 
combine 
the 
liquid 
and 
dry 
ingredients of the dressing and stuff the 
turkey cavity until you are ready to 
roast the bird 
You'll need about Vi cup stuffing for 
each pound of ready to cook poultry. 
Fill the wisbone (neck) area lightly 
with stuffing. Fasten neck skin to back 
of bird with skewer. Stuff body cavity 
lightly. Tuck lees under bird, using 
skewers or string and shape wings 
akimbo-style — that is, bring wing tips 
onto back. Insert a meat therometer in 
the inner thigh muscle. 
Place poultry breast side up on a 
rack in an open roasting pan. Do not 
add water and do not cover pan. If 
desired, brush skin with oil or melted 
fat. If poultry browns earlv in the 
roasting period, cover the breast and 
drumstick lightly with aluminum foil 
moisten a thin cloth with fat and place 
it over the breast and legs to prevent 
overbrowning'. 
Test for doneness- At the half or two- 
thirds point of roasting, cut the string 
or skin to release the bird’s legs. The 
meat is done when the temperature 
reaches 180 degrees to 185 degrees. 
Also, check the stuffing temperature, 
this should be at least 165 degrees. A 
second way to test for doneness is to 
press the fleshy part of the drumstick 
with protected fingers. When done the 


meat will feel soft, the drunstick will 
move easily, and the leg joint will give 
readily. 
Research has shown that the best 
roasting temperature to use for poultry 
is 325 degrees. The following table 
gives the approximate roasting time 
needed for thawed sutffed birds. The 
weight, ready to cook and the ap­ 
proxim ate 
roasting 
tim e 
at 
325 
degrees: 6 to 8 pounds for 3 to 3!4 
hours, 8 to 12 pounds for 
3V2 to 4Mt 
hours, 12 to 16 pounds for 
4V2 to 5J2 
hours, 16 to 20 pounds for 
5 V-2 to 
hours, and 20 to 24 pounds for 6V2 to 7 
hours. 
Plan your schedule so that the turkey 
is out of the oven 20 to 30 minutes before 
serving. It’s much easier to carve. 
Do not 
leave stuffing inside the 
turkey. Bacteria which causes food

warm

places 
Immediately after the feast put the 
turkey, gravy, dressing, etc. in shallow 
containers and refrigerate. Then enjoy 
the day with your family.

Rotarians here have a pretty good 
idea of the Federal Bureau of Investi­ 
gation Academy, the courses it offers

Because hardboard has a 
dense 
surface, is without grain and has no 
knots or other natural imperfections, it 
is often assumed that it does not 
require a primer coat preliminary to 
painting. 
Good sealing by a primer is nec­ 
essary to prevent uneven absorption of 
the top coat. Shellac is often used as the 
primer 
So are latex paints. Many 
enamel undercoated and varnish or 
alkyd-base primers and sealers also 
are satiM.ctory 
Flat paints, semi­ 
gloss ann glass enamels and similar 
types of top coats should not be used as 
primers even though they do have 
some sealing properties. 
With the standard ty pe of hardboard, 
used indoors where strong moisture 
resistance is not required, a single top 
coat over the primer usually will 
suffice. But with tempered hardboard, 
used outdoors and where moisture 
resistance and extra hardness are 
desired, two coats of regular paint 
should be used 
over 
the 
primer.

When there are any irregularities in 
the primer coat (run your fingers over 
it after it has dried), sand it lightly 
before applying the top coat. This is 
especially important when the final 
coat 
is 
to 
be 
gloss 
enamel. 
Some persons like the appearance of 
hardboard and do not wish to change its 
color. Others, using it in laundry rooms 
or as workbench tops, feel that painting 
is not necessary. Both groups are 
advised that the 
application 
of a 
penetrating wood sealer will seal the 
hardboard for protection against dirt 
and grease. The penetrating sealer is 
good because it does not build up a 
surface film which could be scratched 
or 
worn 
away. 


W H EN repainting hardboard, follow 
the same practices as with natural 
wood. That is, if the original paint 
surface is in good condition, all that is 
necessary is to remove all dirt and 
grease. No primer is required. But if 
the paint is peeling in spots, remove all 
loose material, sanding the edges to 
form a smooth surface with the good 
areas. Prime, then paint. 
Remember that peeling paint is a 
sign of moisture. The source of this 
moisture should 
be 
located 
and 
eliminated before repainting, other­ 
wise you’ll have to do the job all over 
again in a few months.

“ Almost anything among American 
artifacts, except perhaps American 
silver, has grown an extraordinary 
amount in value. More people are 
buying and more people are looking 
today — (our times as many as there 
were, for example, in 1961.'' he added. 
Prices are increasing along with 
numbers of collectors. Many items in 
the American Week sale went for 50 per 
cent above their pre-sale estimates. 
In the recent week long American art 
event, four record sales were made. 


\ P A IN T IN G by Thomas Pollock 
Anshutz, “ Steelworkers — Noontime" 
from about 1880. was sold to the Ken­ 
nedy Galleries for a southern collector 
for $250,000. The previous record for a 


painting was $210,000, shared by an 
Eakins and a Copley. 
Two American watercolors went for 
record prices.

A pair of side chairs made for George 
Washington while he was President 
sold for $29,000. 
“ About $23,000 of that price was for 
nostalgia,” Marion said. “ The other 
$6,000 was for the chairs themselves. 
But each generation makes its own 
nostalgia.” 
The auctioneer said that until the 
successful Americana week sale, his 
favorite had been a 1961 auction event. 
“ Interest in Americana has vastly 
increased since that time. More people 
are buying. Even if they are buying 
only for investment purposes, after a 
few years they sell off their bad pieces. 
They get to know their field or specialty 
as well as any expert,” Marion added.

He 
formed the entire thing during a 10- 
year period. He bought the best from 
the best sources and almost created the 
American furniture market himself.

California’s voters have made it 
crystal clear they favor capital punish­ 
ment. but the legal situation remains 
cloudy on whether the gas chamber 
ever will be used again in the state. 
By a 2-1 margin on Nov. 7, the voters 
approved Proposition 17 — an amend­ 
ment to the California Constitution 
specifying 
that 
the 
death 
penalty 
cannot be banned as “ cruel or unusual 
punishment.” 
The vote nullified a 6-1 California 
Supreme Court decision handed down 
nine months earlier. But there is sharp 
disagreement over what effect it has in 
relation to the U.S. Supreme Court’s 5-4 
decision June 29. 
In ruling on three separate cases — 
one murder conviction and two non­ 
fatal rapes — the majority opinion said 
simply: “ The court holds that the 
imposition and carrying out of the 
death penalty in these cases constitutes 
cruel and 
unusual 
punishment 
in 
violation of the 8th and 14th Amend­ 
ments.” 
The 8th Amendment bans cruel and 
unusual 
punishment 
and 
the 
14th 
guarantees citizens due process and 
equal protection under the law. 
Some opponents of capital punish­ 
ment — including the American Civil 
Liberties Union—contend the ruling 
outlawed the death penalty—period. 
Other authorities, including California 
Atty. Gen. Evelle J. Younger, contend 
the ruling means the death penalty is 
unconstitutional only as it had been 
imposed and administered. 
Younger says that means capital 
punishment is barred only when a 
judge or jury has an option on whether 
a convicted defendant is sentenced to 
death or life imprisonment. 
Michael Franchetti, a deputy at­ 
torney general researching the issue, 
said in an interview that the U.S. 
Supreme Court actually handed down a 
total of ii separate opinions on the 
death penalty — nine individual 
opinions, one majority opinion and one 
minority opinion. 
“ It left everything up in the air,” 
Franchetti said. “ We think the court is 
going to have to come down with 
another decision to make it clear what 
they really think.” 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger — 
who dissented from the high court’s 
ruling — set that same tone last June 
when he said, “ The future of capital 
punishment in this country has been 
left in an uncertain limbo. Rather than 
providing a final and unambiguous 
answer on the basic constitutional 
question, the collective impact of the 
majority’s ruling is to demand an 
undetermined measure of change form 
the various state legislatures and the 
Congress.’’ 
Franchetti said Prop. 17 “ reinstated 
all death penalty statutes, but there is 
some doubt as to how many state 
statutes are in effect in view of the U.S. 
Supreme Court decision.” 
He said passage of Proposition 17 
does not specifically require im ­ 
plementing legislation, but two leading 
supporters of capital punishment — 
Republican Sens. H L. Richardson of 
Arcadia and George Deukmejian of 
Long Beach — say they will introduce 


bills in January as followups to passage 
of Prop. 17.

WASHINGTON (AP* - The Price 
Commission

"significant action"

widespread price-control violations 
and illegal business practices in the 
lumber industry. 
The commission said Monday it has 
found a 30-per-cent violation rate in 
price and profit reports filed by lumber 
companies subject to price controls. 
"There's 
a 
little 
bit 
of 
greed 
throughout the system." said Peter 
Carpenter, the commission’s deputy 
executive 
director 
who 
headed 
a 
special review of the lumber industry. 
Carpenter said the review showed 
"the level of noncompliance is higher 
than in other industries" and that 
violations appeared to be scattered 
throughout various segments of the 
lumber industry. 
The Cost of Living Council reimposed 
price controls on the industry in .June 
after it was dissatisfied with pricing 
practices during a period free of the 
controls. 
The commission said the Internal 
Revenue Service has launched its own 
probe and plans 367 separate investiga­ 
tions. more than in any other industry. 
Price violations cited by the com­ 
mission 
included increasing prices 
without first clearing them with the 
commission, a procedure required for 
companies with annual revenues over 
$100 million. 
Other violations, it said, were: ex­ 
ceeding profit-margin limitations; 
exceeding allowable markups; and. in 
the case of companies with less than 
$100 
million 
annual 
revenues, 
in­ 
creasing prices without adequate cost 
justification.

The commission also cited instances 
of "paper 
transactions for sales of 
wood products to outlets in Canada 
although the products never left the 
country; schemes to ship lumber of 
poor quality: and false justification of 
tost increases through intra-company 
transfers.

N EW YORK (A P ) — Mr. and Mrs. 
Alan Abel don’t raise much cain. They 
live quietly on Manhattan’s West Side. 
Occasionally, they notify television and 
newspaper assignment editors about 
something. 
It is at this point things begin to stir. 
You may recall reading or seeing 
reports in 1964 and 1968 about the Best 
P a rty’s presidential candidate, Mrs. 
Yetta Bronstein, whose slogan was: 
“ Put a Mother in the White House.” 
Mrs. Bronstein really was Mrs. Abel. 
In 1959, her husband, using his own 
name, stirred up much coverage of his 
vigorous campaign to cloth naked 
animals. He headed the Society for In­ 
decency to Animals and appeared on 
many television talk shows. 
Some 10 years later, his campaign 
still was puttering along. He appeared 
on “ The Merv Griffin Show” and 
warned the audience: “ A nude horse is 
a rude horse.” Griffin knew it was a 
gag. 
But a lot of people still don’t, ex­ 
cluding assignment editors here who 
live in mortal fear of the next move 
from the Abels. The reason is that the 
moves have enough apparent truth to 
make them seem legitimate, albeit 
somewhat daft or bizarre. 
But Abel considers the naked animal 
coverup his best work: “ I only had to 
have one little picture of a horse in 
Bermuda shorts and I could walk into 
any television show. They practically 
put me right on the air.” 
What started his life as a dedicated 
hoaxer? 
" I t ’s difficult to say,” he mused. “ I 
guess the key word is frustration. I 
originally was a performer and not 
getting anywhere. I found out that if 
vou were a little eccentric or crazy you 


could attract attention. The Society 
gave me a platform of sorts.” 
The Abels' assorted campaigns 
occasionally result in unsolicited public 
donations. He sends them all back, but 
says the Internal Revenue Service has 
checked his books seven times in the 
last 10 years. 
This, he said, 
“ is because they 
probably think I ’ve been stealing Lord 
knows how many thousands of dollars 
in donations. So I ’ve been suing to 
make them let me examine their books 
and records.

Abel said he may appeal the judge’s 
ruling.

WILMINGTON. Del. (AP) — With a 
splash of yellow, a swipe of orange and 
a bold blue stroke, the Wilmington 
train station is becoming a revitalized 
personality of the 1970s without costing 
the city a cent. 
Relying on volunteer efforts, con­ 
tributions from city residents and a 
$10,000 grant from "the Delaware Arts 
Council, this northern Delaware city on 
the Amtrak line between New York and 
Washington is making its best effort at 
urban renewal with what it has. 
“ We're doing this on a nickel and 
dime basis.-' said Mayor Harry G. 
Haskell Jr.. who decided a fresh look at 
the tum-of-the-century maroon brick 
building was long overdue. “While this 


is merely a facade and not a panacea 
for urban ills. it's a step toward making 
the city a fun place again.” 


THE PROJECT, whose creator calls 
it a new image in urban housing, was 
not No. I priority for the city of 79.000, 
so Haskell did not take the standard 
routes of asking the city’s larger firms 
to underwrite the cost or of allocating 
city funds. 
“ Wilmington has m ore pressing 
urban needs requiring city money." 
explained Haskell. “ But you can’t 
discount the psychological effect this 
has on Wilmingtonians and passengers 
who ride through our city.” 
Three months after Haskell, Penn 
Central officials and the arts council 
announced the project, some $14,000 in

go’ ' basis. 
The Du Pont Co., headquartered in 
Wilmington, donated about $10.OCK) in 
durable paint, ’askell said, and three 
area contract 
, are working “ at cost” 
to paint the more difficult or dangerous 
areas, such as ceilyings. 
Before the project, the 70-year-old 
building owned by the Penn Central 
was falling into Victorian decay and. 
despite the influx of new Metroliner, 
passenger morale at the station “ had 
almost hit ground.” according to one 
station worker. 


DIRT had taken 
control of the 
edifice, windows stood opaque with 
grime, passengers could almost smell 
the heaviness of age. Furthermore, the 
station, which remains open all night, 
had become a haven for derelicts 
seeking a comfortable place to sleep. 
Now. with the help of weekend artists 
such as Rep. Pierre S. du Pont IV. R- 
Del., blue trains with a storybook look 
greet travelers as they push through 
the freshly painted entrance doors. 
The station interior, once mired in 
transportation green and adorned with 
dusty plastic geraniums, now features 
an electric blue staircase with bright 
yellow arrows charging up to the 
Metroliner platform, now a brilliant 
yellow, green and orange. 


W ilmingtonians driving by 
the 
station now see an exterior alive with a 
monumental swirl of reds, tans and 
oranges. 
“The color is dazzling, astounding.” 
said station master Leonard Flait. 
“ I’m going cross-eyed looking at it.” 
“ Using bright colors costs the same 
as white or dull shades,” explained 
Haskell. “We want to bring love, color 
and pride back to our urban areas.” 


' THE DESIGN of the revitalization was 
created by Environmental Systems 
International 
Inc., 
a 
Los Angeles 
planning firm, based on the ideas of 
Donald 
Munz. a 
Pasadena, Calif., 
Community College professor. 
A spokesman for the firm said he 
hopes the station will be a prelude to a 
breakthrough 
in low-income urban 
housing and there are signs he may get 
his wish. 
Some rowhouses in Wilmington have 
been repainted recently with bold blues 
and bright oranges.

A reader asks what went wrong with 
the bidding when he got to six hearts 
and ended going down one when he had 
to lose a spade and a club. At the same 
time, 
our 
reader 
notes 
that 
six 
diamonds would have been a sound 
contract that could not be defeated. 
Important principles of bidding are 
involved in this hand. To begin with, 


strong exception must be taken to 
South’s four notrump bid. 
Though Blackwood is an extremely 
valuable instrument for learning about 
aces, its ultimate purpose is defeated if 
the search for aces does not at the 
same time reveal whether or not a 
slam should be bid. 
There is no good reason for South to 
assume that North’s having two aces 
will produce a slam, nor that his having 
only one ace will preclude a slam. 
An ace is a trick, and two aces are 
two tricks, but the absence of one or 
the presence ot two does not ny itseit 
solve the question of whether a slam 
can be made. 
The key questions here are whether a 
slam should be bid, and, if so, in which 
suit. Using Blackwood is a sadly 
misguided effort to solve 
these 
problems. Here is a reasonable 
sequence by which the diamond slam 
can be reached. 
Four diamonds suggests a slam and 
North should respond encouragingly by 
cuebidding spades. South shows the 
ace of clubs in return and North should 
accept the slam invitation by bidding 
six diamonds, indicating that that suit 
is also playable. 
It is surely no accident, from North’s 
viewpoint, that South’s marked heart 
length will provide a valuable club 
discard from dummy — if diamonds 
are trumps.

Q. — I am planning on using plastic 
lam inate on our kitchen counter tops 
and I have been shopping around for 
the m aterial. Our local lumber yard 
has a number of different-size sheets 
on display. They are all m ade by the 
same m anufacturer, but one sheet, 2 
feet by 5 feet, costs more than any 
sheet of exactly the sam e size. The 
thickness appear to be the sam e. Why 
the difference in price? What kind of 
cement should I use? 
A. — Your eyes are deceiving you. 
One of the sheets probably is one- 
sixteenth of an inch thick, the other 
one-thirty second of an inch, a dif­ 
ference that may not be readily noticed 
but nevertheless means that one sheet 
is twice as thick as the other. For a 
counter top application, choose the 
thicker 
kind. 
The

is 
satisfactory for drawer fronts and 
other vertical applications. 
Use a contact cement for bonding the 
plastic lam in ate to the plywood, 
composition board or whatever is being 
used as the base. Since, as the name 
implies, this cement grips instantly 
upon contact, it is im portant that the 


plastic be positioned carefully over the 
base before the two parts are put 
together. 
Q. — I am constantly running across

W hat’s

A. — Therm oplastics are those which 
soften with the application of heat. 
T herm osetting p lastics cannot be 
reshaped and are resistant to heat. 
Q. — There are so many things 
wrong with the brick chimney in our 
house that I would like to rebuild it. 
Can you tell me how to do it? 
A. — It is a difficult job calling for 
skill and knowledge. It should be done 
by a professional, 
Q. — Can you tell me what are the

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See veterinarians shunning 
practice on large animals 


COLUMBUS, Ohio < AP) — A sick dog 
or cat in Ohio gets taken to the 
veterinarian. Cows and horses aren’t 
always so lucky. 
Veterinary students in growing 
numbers are shunning the study of 
large animal ailments and con­ 
centrating on preparation for lucrative 
treatment of city-bred beasts. 
The result is that farmers in a 
number of rural areas of the state don’t 
have the medical care they need for 
their livestock. 
The Ohio Farm Bureau Federation 
claims that fewer than two out of every 
IOO veterinary graduates in recent 
months have taken up large animal 
practice. 
“ I can’t verify the percentages," 
says Ohio State University Veterinary 
College 
Assistant 
Dean 
W illiam 
Johnson. “ But more people do go into 
small animal practice than large and 
the number is increasing. 
“ It’s a combination of things,” he 
said. “ One is that the urban practice is 
fairly large and the other is that people 
are bringing their animals to the 
facilities for diagnosis and treatment.’’ 
“ The veterinarian in rural areas is in

Large deficits 
seen upcoming 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Unless the 
Nixon adm inistration cuts spending 
sharply or raises taxes, it faces large 
inflationary budget deficits during this 
fiscal year and the next, according to a 
study by the Brookings Institution. 
I he study said Monday that spending 
probably will rise by about $21 billion in 
fiscal 1974 because of built-in increases 
in the budget. 
The study, by the institution’s Nancy 
IL 
T eeters, 
projected 
a 
full* 
employment budget deficit of $13.2 
billion for the 1973 fiscal year, that ends 
next June 30, and at least a $7.2 billion 
full-employment deficit in the following 
year. 
If there is a 
$13.2 billion 
full- 
employment deficit during the current 
fiscal year, as the study projected, the 
actual red ink would be about $33 
billion. 
The full-employment budget is a 
technique adopted by President Nixon 
for putting an upper limit on spending. 
It operates on the principle that the 
government should spend no more than 
the tax system would produce if there 
was an enemployment rate of roughly 4 
per cent. The jobless rate is now about 
5.5 per cent.

Family doctors regain popularity as medical men change image

Doctors of tomorrow may tx1 rated by 
their bedside manner, not the number 
of pills they dispense. 
Medical schools are trying “ to revive 
the family* doctor" observed Dr. 
Richard I ’Feinbloom, director of the 
Family Medicine Program at Harvard 
Medical School and Medical Director of 
the Family Health Program at the 
Children's'Hospital Medical Center in 
Boston. His ow n program at Harvard is 
working in that direction, he explains. 
Feinbloom was discussing a new 
book. “ Pregnancy. 
Birth 
and 
the 
Newborn Baby" in which he and other 
doctors had contributed their expertise 
for the children's medical center as 
part of its continuing education 
program The book also offers advice 


on how to choose a doctor tor your 
baby. 
New doctors may also relate to 
personal problems and know more 
about 
nutrition which 
has been 
bypassed more or less in medical 
schools, he says. 
Today's medical 
students 
“ want 
everything out in the open" and he 
finds teaching them “ keeps you on your 
toes." He is often quite tired at the end 
of the day “ coping with all the new 
awareness.'' But he is highly in favor of 
it. 
“ Medical opinion is swinging toward 
a 
minimization of medication 
and 
anaesthesia in pregnancy and child­ 
birth which is beginning to be treated 
as the natural thing it is. As doctors 
apply what has been learned about 
stresses in pregnancy to tensions of 


daily living, more people wall look for 
causes of problems and not cover them 
up with drugs.’’ he says. 
TH PRI: ARE legitimate uses for 
drugs 
for example, tranquilizers for 
mental patients 
but the average 
person 
is 
inundated 
with 
ad­ 
vertisements suggesting instant cures 
for every ill, he says. 
Drugs may mask the ills of society as 
well as the personal problems of 
patients. Forced retirement, boredom 
and family rejection of the elderly are 
human stresses that require respon­ 
sible solutions rather than the ad­ 
ministration of drugs, he comments. 
Physicians must take the lead in 
educating the public to resist the 
prescription pad. he feels, adding that 
steps in that direction already have 
been 
taken 
bv 
several 
medical 


societies in declaring moratoriums on 
amphetamines. 
The issue is not that you don’t take 
medication or anaesthesia, he em­ 
phasizes. but it should be used more 
selectively 
Medication 
and 
anaesthesia may be required in 
pregnancy because something might 
go wrong, 
facts 
discussed 
in 
the 
hospital s book in chapters on diseases 
and 
conditions 
that 
complicate 
pregnancy 
T H O K ill THOSE chapters might 
have a startling impact on the average 
mother-to-be. 
they 
are 
justified 
because it is better “ to know the truth 
than to listen to old wives* tales,” he 
says. 
In writing the complete guide for 
parents and parents-to-be. the doctors 
telt it was important to cover anything 


{K'ople might worry about, “ and we 
didn t think that everybody would read 
everything in the book,” Feinbloom 
observes. 
The book offers advice on drugs in 
pregnancy, with the observation that 
“ too many pregnant yeomen take drugs 
for minor aches and pains. " Some 
drugs have been known to result in 
abnormalities in offspring. 
Feinbloom has been a physician 12 
years and his career has broadened to 
include teaching, writing, researching 
and administrative work. Other con­ 
tributors to “ Pregnancy. Birth and the 
Newborn Baby” include experts in 
obstetrics, pediatrics, psychiatry, 
psychology and social yvork.

Mary Scranton builds new homes for others 


Pa. ( AP) — Five years ago 
Mary Scranton came back home to 
help rebuild and redevelop this region 
that was still struggling to shake nearly 
a half century of economic depression.
